Miners' Union Expects Some Delay 


in Otiier States—Washington 


Investigates Trouble 


Indianapolis, Nov. 2.—Delay in the 


spread of the "protest" strike of soft 
coal miners, started today by walk- 
outs of 2S.OOO union workers, closing 
more than 200 mines in Indiana, xv.ts 
anticipated tonight by officials ol the 
United Mine Workers of America, who 
saitf developments awaited the dis- 
continuance by operators of the union 
"check-off" of dues 
from 
miners' 


wages as directed by a federal court 
injunction. 


Indications were that union officials 


would not call out the men. scattered 
throughout the soft coal fields of the 
country, until collection of the "check- 
off" 
was acually ceased by the opera- 
tors. 


Washington, Nov. 2,—Labor depart- 


ment records in the various coal min- 
ing labor control ersies were exam- 
ined today !>y officials for the pur- 
pose of developing a government pol- 
icy with re=pece to the "check-off" 
system, against which Federal Judge 
Anderson at Indianapolis issued an in- 
junction Monday. Secretary of I»al>or 
Daws declined to comment upon the 
threatened strike of the bituminous 
miners as a protest against the in- 
junction. 


Tha check-off under the award of 


the bituminous coal commission set 
up by President ^Wilson to settle tho 
national coal strike o£ 1U19 was set 
apait tor further investigation. 


The investigation

tuted, and the mine workers and the

draw up a. new wage contract, follow- 
ing out the award in other respects 
but induing the chcc!- oil.

Britain, France. Belgium or Germany 
would be a Lilt better off than Russia 
la today If they had been subjected 
to the same, restrictions during the 
past three years.
